Further, there, were many KLansmen represented, but there were 
also delegates from other "white groups." When the organiza- 
tion is completed, the i|.8 states will be represented. According 
to the article, the group had elected a temporary slate of 
officers which included a man from South Carolina. States 
represented at the -meeting were North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Tennessee; Kentucky, Illinois, Ohio, Maine, Wisconsin, 
Missouri, New York, Florida, Alabama, and Indiana.

AUSTIN, Texas— The first -two 
of several hundred expected to 
register under the new lobby 
control act Monday Were a teach- 
ers* representative and a Ku Klux 
Klan segregationist. 

The second to file was Horace 
Sherman Miller of Waco, who re- 
ported he represents the "Aryan 
Knights of Ku Klux Klan R* 
ligio'n." 

His occupation was listed as 
"religion— non-pajr-gratis." 

In his affidavit/ the Waco man 
listed legislation in which, he 
would be interested as "segre^ 
tion, integration— all kinds of leg- 
islation." 
-^(In June, 1957, Secretary of 
State Zollie Steakley rejected an 
application by Miller and others 
for a charter for "the Aryan 
Knights— Ku KIux Klan." Steak- 
ley ruled the purposes of the pro- 
posed organization failed to meet 
requirements of state law.) 

Under the act passed in 1957, 
those required to register must 
do so within five days of first 
undertaking to represent others 
before the Legislature.

A registration form outlining 
provisions of the act— one of a 
series of "clean government" 
bills sponsored by Gov. Price 
Daniel— has been prepared by the 
chief clerk of the House. 

Required to register will be any 
person who: 

1— For compensation undertake 
by direct cornmunication to pro- 
mote or oppose passage of any 
legislation or its approval or veto 
by the Governor; 

2— Without compensation but 
acting for the benefit of another 
person undertakes by the same 
means to influence legislation, and 

3— Acting on his own behalf 
and without compensation, spends 
more than $50 during a legisla- 
tive session for direct communi- 
cation to influence legislation. 

"Direct communication" is de- 
fined as "any personal appear- 
ance before a legislative commit- 
tee or any personal contact" with 
legislators, the Governor or Lieu- 
tenant Governor to argue for or 
against pending legislation. 

Registration is just the first 
step for the lobbyist 

Another section requires lobby- 
ists to file, between the first and 
15th day of each month, a sworn 
report of his spending for "direct 
communication." Exempted are 
personal living and office ex- 
penses of lobbyists, but specifical- 
ly included are entertainment ex- 
penses.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate charter 
on February 21, 1961, at*- Atlanta, Georgia, under the name United 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Irib. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United Klans 
was formed as a result of a split in U« So Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split resulted from 
a leadership dispute and United Klans has the same aims and objectives 
as the parent group . These are the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races . 

The first source and a second source adivised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The merged organization established headquarters In Spite 401, The 
Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is directed 
by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that the 
organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The second source said the name was changed by a resolution adopted 
by the National Klonvocation held July 8, 1961, at Indian Springs, 
Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns* of the 
U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan merged with the United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

It means that In the exercise of our privilege' the welfare 
of others and of society at large must be considered.

■ "WE BELIEVE .that our free public school is the comer- 
stoneofgood government, and that those who are seeking 
todestroy it are enemies of our Republic and are-unworthy 
of citizenship." ' 

Ignorance, superstition, immorality and crime go to- 
gether. Destroy our public schools and the rule of our 
country will be placed 'in the hands of the few, as is the 
cq^^re there qre no public schools. There are enemies 
gates who are trying to break down our system 
whlcHwouldputmorestresson church dogma than general 
education.

Asa result the people are fed on propaganda 
instead of truth. When an article Is read in either a news- 
paper or magazine, one does not know but what there is 
a sinister motive back of it. And a paper that publishes 
the truth can hardly exist.

Their creed: Let the white man remain white, the 
black man black, the yellow man yellow", the brown man 
brown and the red man red. God drew the color line and 
man should so let Itj-emaln. (Acts .17*26). 

"WE BELIEVE in the protection of our pure womanhood. 
The Home Church, Public School System, Our Constitution 
and our American Way of Life. " 

Thlslsqstand for the purity of the home, fo? morality, 
for the protection of our mothers, our sisters, our wives, 
our daughters, against the white-slaver, the home- 
wrecker, the libertine. To live up to this principlea Clans- 
man must keep himself pure; he must treat other women as 
he would have those of his own household treated. 

"WE DO NOT BELIEVE in mob violence, but we do 
believe that laws .should be enacted to prevent the 'cause 
of mob violence."
